ment with several broad and far- 
reaching provisions. 


The Rumford Act, it will be re- 


called, passed the California Sen- 
ate in the closing minutes of the 
1963 session with but a one vote 
margin. Even though I voted 
against the Act in 1963, Iam rec- 
ommending a ‘“‘no’”’ vote on Propo- 
sition 14. 

Not only would this proposal 
repeal the Rumford Act, but all 
previous actions of the state leg- 
islature as applied to discrimina- 
tion in the selling, leasing or 
renting of real property. Going 
even further, the initiative would 
bar every branch of State and local 
government from acting in this 
field. This proposition reminds 
me of the fellow who burned down 
the kitchen because the cook turn- 
ed out a poor pot of stew. 

A more reasonable course, it 
seems to me, would be to first de- 
feat Proposition 14. Then, if 
changes are found to be necessary 
in the Rumford Act, and I believe 
they are, those changes could be 
made in any one of several ways. 
Incidentally, if the backers of 
Proposition 14 had been concern- 
ed solely about the Rumford Act 
the simpler procedure of a refer- 
endum would have delayed its im- 
plementation, and it would not 
now be in effect. Since it is in 
operation let’s watch it closely, 
and make legislative changes ag 
deemed necessary in 1965, or the 
voters could repeal it completely 
in 1966 with an indirect initia- 
tive.

Rumford Morality 


It is possible to agree 
thoroughly with proponents of 
the Rumford Act while being 
opposed to the Act itself. The 
kind of arguments being used 
against Proposition 14, which 
would repeal the Rumford Act, 
are exactly the kind that can 
he used effectively in favor of 
the proposition. 

For example, in Lindsay at 
a-recent meeting of Catholic 
women two speakers, one a 
clergyman and one a past pres- 
ident of the Tulare chapter of 
the NAACP, are quoted in a 
news release from the county 
citizens committee against Prop. 
14 on two reasons why the pro- 
position should be opposed which 
are also good reasons why it 
should be passed. 

The clergyman said that the 
issue is a moral one and cited 
the parable of the Good Samar- 
itan and the Golden Rule. He 
is quoted as saying a ‘‘No”’ vote 
is the only one consistent with 
Christian morality. 

We beg to differ with him. 
It ‘is quite possible to be a 
good moral Christian who could- 
n’t care less about the color of 
his neighbor’s skin as long as 
he is a good neighbor and still 
be opposed to the Rumford Act. 
It is a moral issue, and im- 
posing laws based on such issu- 
es is too dangerous to be ac- 
ceptable. The Rumford Act re- 
quires that when one lists one’s 
property for sale, one may not 
refuse to sell it to a prospec- 
tive buyer for discriminatory 
reasons. Yet all the laws in the 
world won’t make a prejudiced 
person less prejudiced. In fact, 
this might be the means of 
making him even more unwill- 
ing to accept the reasonable- 
ness of the brotherhood of man. 

The right of a person to dis- 
pose of one’s property as one 
sees fit is a basic American 

liberty, and this right is eli-

ford Act is. It is un-American 
to discriminate against one’s 
fellow man on a basis of color, 
but it will not be eliminated by 
legislation which takes away 
inherent rights. 


There is no law in California 
which forbids anyone to acquire 
property because of race; there 
once was, specifically affecting 
Orientals. Moreover, th ere 
were deed restrictions which 
forbade Orientals to buy in re- 
sidential subdivisions. C o u ris 
ruled that these were uncon- 
stitutional. and there was no 
wailing from anyone. Orientals 
may still frequently prefer to 
live in their own ethnic neigh- 
borhoods, which are no longer 
substandard, but they do not 
have to and many do not. 

Restrictive legislation is no 
cure for prejudice and may 
serve only to ignite it. The 
clergy is on firm grounds to 
condemn prejudice as __ being 
immoral, but Christian morality 
and the Golden Rule will 
never be achieved through gov- 
ernmental act.

‘was to come. 

We parked the car at the gate 
by Quaker camp and shouldered 
our rifles and trudged through the 
camp on the trail that leads south 
and over Panorama point.
